New York, Feb. 16.— After an ill- 


ness of several months. John A. Mc- 
Call, formerly president of the New 
York Life Insurance company. Is dead. 
He passed away Sunday evening at 
*Lakewood. N. J., where he had been 
taken three weeks ago in the hope 
that the change might benefit 
his 


health. 
Mr. 
McCall's 
breakdown 


occurred about the close of the investi- 
gation of life insurance affairs in this 
state by the legislative committee De- 
cember hist. The report of the com- 
mittee Is expected to be submitted to 
the legislature at Albany early this 
week. Mr. McCall's examination be- 
lore the committee was a severe one, 
and the ordeal he underwent In re- 
hearsing in detail the affairs of the 
company and in divulging transactions 
about which the general public was 
ignorant, worried him greatly, it was 
pa?d. McCall -was ill in bed at his 
hosse in this city when he affixed his 
signature to his letter of resignation 
from the presidency of the New York 
Lite. About three weeks ago his con- 
dition became such that his physicians 
and family deemed It advisable to re- 
move him to L-akewood. B::riag all 
this time Mr. McCall worried constant- 
ly about his business affairs. He was 
compelled first to mortgage and then 
to sell his handsome country place at 
LORE; Branch, N. J., in order, it was 
stated.' 'to repay 'to the New York Life 
Insurance company $235,000 on 
Ui© 


Andrew Hamilton account, Mr. Ham- 
ilton, th« legislative agent of the com- 
pany, having; made no accounting for 
this sum. 


It was announced that Mr. McCall's 


death was due to enlargement of the 
liver, and the end had been peaceful 
and without pain. Mrs. McCall is now 
•under medical care. She had become 
•worn out by the long vigil at the bed- 
side of her husband, and when h« died 
she practically collapsed. Seven chil- 
dren survive. 


John A. McCall was horn in Albany, 


N. Y., March 2, 1S49. He entered the 
insurance business early in life and 
in 1SS5 was appointed state insurance 
commissioner by Grover Cleveland, 
who was then governor.

troller of the Equitable Life Assurance 
society, which position he held until

New York. Feb. 19.—John Mitchell 


and his associates on the anthracite 
miners' sub-committee finished their 
work of preparing proposals for an 
agreement, and will probably meet 
with the coal operators' sub-committee 
Tuesday or Wednesday. It was stated 
that np formal document would be 
submitted, but that the miners would 
notify the operators that they were 
ready for a joint meeting of the sub- 
committees, and would'then state in 
general terms what they expected the 
operators to grant them in the new 
agreement. It is expected that several 
meetings -will take place before a final 
agreement or disagreement will be 
reached.' 


It is practically certain that the 


miners will make a firm demand for 
the eight-hour day for all men em- 
ployed about the mines. One of the 
miners' representatives said that the 
eight hour question was more import- 
ant to the men than any other de- 
mand that had been mentioned. 


If at the meeting with the operators 


this week no agreement should be 
reached, the miners would have to go 
back to Pennsylvania and the whole 
matter would be submitted to a tri- 
district convention, that being a con 


vention of the three big anthracite dis- 
tricts which control the entire coal 
field. No matter what may be the re- 
sult of the conference here, it will have 
to be ratified by the convention to be 
called in Pennsylvania. The present 
agreement between the operators and 
miners does not expire until March 
31, so that in case of a' disagreement 
in the conference coBimlttee In New 
York, the miners -will have five week* 
to consider what course they will take, 
and to make preparations If they de- 
cide to strike.

The boom in 
lie Casey, (HI.) .fields is still on, 
and some good 
Wells are 
being 


brought IB, but the Standard here 
nas everything under its own control, 


is setting up its own markets. 


Operations in that field are probably 
more active than in' any other be- 
cause it is all shallow sand drilling, 
the least expensive in any field in, 
the country. The tests in the deep 
sands of Ohio, northeast and north-- 
west, have so far proved.utter fail- 
ures, while, the work in "West "Vir- 


inia's deep sands lias almost been 


fibandonjed- 
Pipe-li^e reports show 


the excessive drains'! which are re- 
sulting from this inactivity, but the 
great octopus further shows it does, 
not want the oil, by keeping prices 
where the drill will not start 


In the Northwestern Ohio end of 


the Trenton roek districts during the 
iiast week every effort to extend ter- 
ritory or to bring in new couniieb in- 
to the oil belt, proved a 
failure. 


Wells in Logan and Ashland couutie* 
proved dusters, and no well worth> 
the came of gusher vas criiled dur
